Abstract (Basic) : Textile goods which consist of a combination of polyamide 
and polypropylene and/or polyurethane fibres and have been dyed with 
metal li ferrous dye and treated with metal salt, are processed with 
organic solvent soln. or aq. dispersion of phenolic and/or amine-based 
antioxidant. 

The antioxidants are e.g. tetrakis (methylene -3 (3 , 5-di-t-butyl-4 
hydroxyphenyl ) pripionate) methane, 2 , 2 * -methylene bis
